A MASTEBLY PLEA FOR CHRISTIANITY

Pamis, Nov. 10.—[Copyright ]—The
masses, and not the classes, bave been the
mctors wupon the FEuropean stage of
events the past weekk An alarmist wounld
fiud something portentous in all the scenes
of the play ia England. The greatest na-
tional industry is erippled by the spread of
the cotion strike, and the augmented srray
of the unemploved in London is more than
ever threatening in its demands.

In Ireland, alwavs hungry, the cory for
bread ix rising to & higher and shriller note.
In Germany, the social democraey in na-
tional couvention is framing its creed in
the peremptory language of conscions
power. Iun Spain rise continued murmur-
fogs of popular discontent, which found
more violent expressionss few days ago.
In Frasce, s time-serving Ministry, totter-
ing under the attacks of a mavy-sided op-
position, is offering to sacrifice the coun-
try's most illustrious eitizen, now bowed
down witn years, as the price of its own
official salvation.

A Seene of Great Dramatic Interest,

It is the last scene which possesses the
grestest dramatic interest, and France
again commands stiention as the unique
and most fasciostiog figure smong the
world's aclore A week aro few among
French politicians believed that the present
Ministry would survive another seven days.
Three great dangers threatened its im.
mediate destruction, and it seemed more »
guestion whenee would come the coup de
grace than of & possible eseape from all

Oune peril has yet not been met, though o
second bhas been provided for. The sessions
of the Chamber of Deputies, where the bai-
tie higs been waging for the past four days,
have been among the most exciting in the
history of the repoblic. The press laws,
which have been the mominal subject of
contention, were scarcely mentioned during
the first two davs Instead, the tribune of
the Chamber became the forum of the new
socialistic faith which hos swept over the
palion.

The orators of the new religion—for such
it in to them—must be given the credit of
most persuasive eloguence. Dut they are
inited; they are divided into at least
four sections, varving in their ideas from
tne milder theories of the Christian social-
ists to the revolutiouists of the Baudin
trpe.

Loubet and De Man the Orators.

The two great speeches of the debate
were Count De Mun's ples against the
banishment of Christianity from the nation,
and Prime Minister Loubet's masterly de-
fense of the Goveroment. De Mun is a
Christian Socialist. Most eloquently did
he offer the Cabinet the support of his fol-
lowers if it would sabandon its policy of

i out all religion in France. The
I the ustion, he afirmed, was the
theism, fostered by the Govern-
¢ the masses. M. Loubet dis-
tin jeoted Dz Mun's offer, declaring
that the latter mistook religious neuntrality
for relipious oppression.

Utmost disorder and excitement pre-
vailed at brief jntervals throughout the
four sessions. The fate of the Cabiet
lainly wavered from hour to hour. It be-
me apparent, finslly, that Loubet's sue-
st would depend upon seizing a favorabile
nment for putting Lis fate to the test.. He
dared not, howerer, bring the press bill to
wvote in the form in which it was offered by
the Government. Had he dooe so he would
apesuredly have been defeated, He maden
his mind yvesterday 1o submit to such modi-
ficstions of ita provisions as the majority of
the Chamber demanded. Then, reizing a
moment when the sympathies of the depu-
ties were with him, he moved last evening
to consider the bill Ly sections, apnd in mak-
ing the motion gave notice that the resalt
of it would be accepled as & vote of confi-
denoe.

Ome Victory, bat Not a |Clincher.

His majority of 100 exceeded his most
sanguine expeciations, but he in by mno
means safe yet. By accepting modifieations
which he made be abandons the determina-
tion to stand or fall by the bill s presented
Furthermore, everybody now recognizes the
fanct that in these exciting times 10 Francea
vote of confidence is good for the day oniy.

There remain the Panama sffuir—which is
soarcely & Cabinet danger—and the Swiss
commereial treaty to put before the mer-
curial chamber. The prosecution of M. De
Lesseps nnd his associstes is a matter of
even greater interest than thefate of Lou-
bet's Cabinet. It s going to result in the
grestest financial scandal the world has
everseen, Lhe vague rumors of gigantic
corruption with which the air has been
§illed sinoe the grand collapse, four years
sco, will now be exploited on the witness
stend and in parlismentary debate.

Some astoundiug revelations will proba--
bly be made on the floor of the Chamber
pext week. Itls currently reported and
believed that no less than 200 members of
the National Legislature have been henefi-
ciaries, under various pretexts, of the Pan-
sma Company. The sum spent in actual
bribing of legislators is said to have been
enormous. It is stated that two more con-
traciors are to be iocluded in the list of
those to be prosceuted.

How the Panama Swindle Was Worked.

Oine of the most authentio reports of the
class of affairs to be judicially investigated
i« the following. A young man just
graduated from the Paris polysechnic
sohool went tn Panasma with a capital of
only 300 franes He obtsine:d a contraet
for exenrating a portion of the canal at 50
{franos per oubic metre, the total proceeds
being 16,000,000 franca He sublet the
contract at the mate of 7 francs per metre,
The sub-contractor, in turn, got a third to
take the job at & francs per metre, and Le
finally hired a master of Chinese laborers to
do the work at 23§ franecs

It is such reports of extmvagance and
waste—io use mild terme—which have kept
alive the bitterness of many thousand small
investors whose savings wers swept away
and who still demand legal revenge.

nisn, De Lesseps, was guilty of personal
fraud That he was most culpable goes
without saying. Success was thgonly thing
that would have justified his methods,
which were the same 28 those he used in
the construetion of the Suex eanal That
he will have the sympsathy even of his vie.

40,000 CHILDREN STARVING.

In Spite of Their Breakfastless Condition
They Are Forced to Go to School—How
the Demagogue Works the Unemployed
Problem to Suilt His Own Purposes and
Ends.

Loxpox, Nov. 18.—There are 40,000 lit-
tle children in Londog who go breakfast-
less to echool every morning. This is the
saddest feature of the great unemployed
problem which agitates the metropolis. The
mutter bas been urgently brought before the
school board this week by delegates from
the idle workingmen, with the request that
the city should £ill the stomachs as well as
the brains of the little ones whose attend-
ance it compels

stated that & wholesome porridge can be
provided at a cost of only one Halfpenny
per child, It is argued that unless such an

The eruel
over-cheek and side-reins have loog since
disappeared from the stable of the intelli-
gent horse owner. Many men who know
nothing about horses have an idea that an
gnimal whose head is held high by the
ernel over-check looks betier than If beld
in the natural position. Standing on Penn
avenue, many horses may be seen enduring
the tortures of the lost. They frequently
throw their heads up, trying to obtain a
moment’s relief; they twist and turn snd
foam at the mouth, but there is no es-

cape.

*“With stable knowledge becoming more
diffused smong society people, " tandem
driviug and four-in-hand is an sccomplish-
ment which few younyg society men care to
confess an ignorance. With our improved
park and roads, the coaching craze will
surely eatch us.

STABBED BY A FRIEND,

Farmer Smith Falls s Vietim to an Oak.
dale Barber's Buzor— W, H. Wilson, the
Blnyer, in Jall—-The Injuored Man Now
Counting the Minutes He Has to Live—
AS ¥ DI C i the Fight,

Willlam H. Wilson is in jail, while his
victim, Joseph Smith, in an ugly outting
affair, is lying at the West Penn Hospital
eounting the moments he bas to live,

This case, which will in all probability
end in ndding another murder to last week's
long list, is a peculiar one. Joseph Bmith
is a quiet, industrious farmer of Nobles-
town, while William H. Wilson has been
following the life of a tonsorial artist at
Oakdale The Istter is a colored
man, snd  was  always thought
to be honest. Mr. Smith had been one of
his custowers, and bad that natoral liking
for him which a man forms for his barber.
Friday Farmer Samith drove to Oskdale to
get his provisions for Sundsy and to sttend
to some other business. When all his
duties had becn seen to he drove up to Wil
son's barber shop. The propristor was not
busy, so Mr. Smith got him to hold the
horse, while, it is said, he went into a
house nearby to lsy the beer dust in his
throat.

Wilson stood at the horses’ heads for
quite o while and finally the farmer ap-
peared. Mr. Smith tossed the attendant s
dollar for his work. A few friendly words
passed between the men and the gentlemsan
jumped into his buggy. As he did so he
noticed that his Sunday mest was missing.
Then the trouble commenced. Farmer
Bmith charged his tonsorial friend with
theft and jumped out of his vehiole, A
war of words followed, which colleoted a
large crowd [Finally there were blows
struck, and in the midsi of it Wilson drew
his razor. He did quick work, and inas
many seconds Smith had been eut in a half
dozen places. The farmer sank exhsusted
to the pavement, and the barber was de-
tained by the crowd.

Yesterdasy morning Mr, Bmith was
brought to the West Penn Hospital and
Wilson to jail. The former is so Eld.ly eut
and bas lost so much blood that it is thought
he cannot live. Wilson refused to say any-
thing about the affair. Both parties are
said to have been perfectly sober.

This
means hours of hard practice, n wrenched
back, sore hands and a disordered nervous
system. It means all sorts of discourage-
ment, and when sn ambitions tandem
driver is seen endeavoring to straighten
out his tangled relus, he is deserving of the
deepest sympathy, Any morning in the
park you may see s number of young gen-
tlemen being taught to drive four by that
master whip, Herbert W. Smith."”

“How did you learn to drive?” was the
question put to Mr. Porter.

I learned to drive from George Ashen-
den, whom I believe to be the greatest whip
in New York City,and the father of four-in-

hand driving in America.”

“Whom do you consider the best whip in
Pittsburg, Mr. Porter?,’'

7 believe Herbert W. Bmith to be the
best four-in-hand driver in the city. He
has perfect hands and a thorough use of the
whip, and a most dashful and graceful style
of driving. You ecould not obtain = better
jdea of the correct position snd use of the
bands in driving than from this sketch.

Your hands
ghould be just about midway between
your left knee and waist, your left elbow
crooked ata right angle, the grip onece
taken on the reins, neyer should be short-
ened or lengthnu:«l—l.ho whip hand to be
held exactly parallel #ith the rein hand,
but, of course, free from it, and both elbows

“In turning corners the hands should
never be crossed, that is, you should not
resch over with the right hand to grasp the
near side rein, Nothing is in worse form
and so completely indicates the greenhorn
as to see & conchman rounding™s corner saw-
ing with both hands and it is still worse to
see him pulling up his team with both
hands, Of eourse, the moment the turn is
made the points are let go, and then the
hand holds the reins as in the maoner when
first picked up.”

“How mbout the use of the whip, Mr.
Porter?"”

“The handling of the whip is the most
difficult and important branch in all the
studies of driviog. How many of our
Pittsburg coach teams are ruined because
the does not understand how to
use bis whip. There are no rules to l:clt
down for the handling of this uselul
junet to driving.

A LONELY PRESIDENT.

Harrison’s Reserve Provenis
Hany Personal Friendships.

Mr.

HIS FORCEFUL MENTAL POWERS

Will Keep Him From Entiraly Dropping
Out of Public Life,

HIS ASSOCIATES AT INDIANAPOLIS

ICORRESPONDENCE OF THE DISPATCH.]

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—President Har-
rison will be & very lonely man after March
4 No man who ever held high position
has fewer friends Few men, perbaps,
have more admirers in the eirole of their
personsal acquaintance, but while they have
& strong respeot for his ability and & great
admiration for his integrity, few of the
men who know President Hurrison have s
feeling of personal sttachment to him.
Even the members of his Cabinet are not
attached to him personally. One of the
most genial of them told me not long ago
of some evenings spent with the President
and Mrs. Hrarison in their cottage at Cape
Mazay. I asked him if he found the Presi-
dent companionable. He hesitated sand
then said: *“Well, if I bhad nothing to do
this evening and was passing the White
House, I wonld never think of dropping in
to smoke a cigar with him."

That is the feeling thatall of the members
of his Cabinet have about the President. He
keeps them at such & distance from him that
they never know whether he is satisfied or
displeased with their work. Two members
of the Cabinet have said more than onece to
& well-known Indianian here: T wish you
would find out if you can whether the Pres-
ident is pleased with my administration of
the department. I esnnot tell from his
manner to me.” One of these Cabinet offi-
ce-s was supposed to have been a personal
selection of the President, chosen because
of the President's friendship for him as
much as for his integrity. Other members
of the Cabinet have asked Senators to learn
what the President thought of them and to
let them know. Perhaps some of this dis-
tance between the President and his repre-
sentatives in the departments is due to his
disposition to take the active direction of
all department effairs into his own hands

No Doulbt Abont the One In Command.

There is a gentleman in Ohio who has for
many vears been a trustee of the Miami
University there—Thomas McCullogh—who
foresaw this disposition of President Harri-
son to run the entire Government on his
own plan, and who predicted the result of
that poliey four years ago. He had known
General Harrison for many wears, and he
was one of the first to call on him at his
bhome in Indiapa to tender congratulations
on his election. General Harrison received
him warmly and beld a long and pleasant
conversation with him.

FRIENDS OF THE PINE,

Beetles That Bore the Trees May Be
Knocked Out by Tiny Foes

BROUGHT OVER FROM GERMANY,

A West Virginis Fntomologist Finds g
Way to Protect Forests.

THE FXPERIMENTS PRESAGE SUCCESS

WesT VireIiSTA USIVERSITY, MORe
GASTOWY, W, VA, Nov. 10 —Dauring the
past two years the owners of extensive pine
tiwber tracts in West Virginia and Virginia
have noticed that there existed an un-
healthy condition of the treea In certain
sections, and the rapid spread of thisin
fection from the less valnable to the more
valuable species of pine gave rise to grave
alarm, As the trouble was first noticed in
the northern part of the great pine be&
that extends from the northern boundary
Pennsylvania through to the southern part
of the United States, the mafter was res
ferred to the West Virginia Agriculfurall
station for investigation.

Prof. A, D. Hopkins, entomologist ot the
station, made several tonrs ot investigation/
through the infeoted distriets, and discov=
ered that the trouble was no due to = dis-
eased condition of the timber, but that is!
was eaused by the ravaged of a bestle, tha'
Dendroetranne frontalis, to which he gave
the common nams of **The Destroetive Pine
Bark Beetle.”

How the Trees Are Affected.

The first trees attacked in the spring will
die during the fall, but most of the others
will remuin green until the followin
spring, when the leaves will be not
turning vellow near the top, and is s short
time the entire tree will sbow the killing
effects. Prof. Hopkins found that while
the *'sernb™ pine yielded quickly to aitack,
the more valuable of the timber pines n

red to be able to longer resist the attaok;

ut it was manifest that after the beetles

had gained enflictent strength of numbers in

the serub pine they couid easily attack snd
destroy the other species.

From these facts it was decided that if,
through natural appearanee or artificial in-
troduetion, some disense or insect could be
obtained that would prey upon the destrue-
tive beetle, and thus keep its nombers res
duced, the destroction might be cheeked
It appears to be necessary that the beetles
kill the trees in which they breed, and it
at any time there wonld not be enough of
them to kill the trees their power for re-
produetion would be gone and they would
gradually die ont.

An Insect That Knocks Them Out.

By correspondence with entomologista sad
forest officials in Germany, Prof. Hopkins
learned that a certain insect in Europe waa
very destructive to insects similar in ap-

arance and habits to our destruetive pine

k beetle, Ths experiment of introduc-
ing this beneficial species into this country
to cheek the trouble in question was reeom-
mended to the station officials and to the
owners of forests, The proposition met
with favor, and in order to basten the ex-
periment the station, assisted by the tim-
ber owners, sent Prol. Hopkins to Germany
to make personal investigations.

His visit to Germany was at the time of)
the cholera epidemic, and on account of the
striet quarantine he decided that it wonld
not be possible to get sufficient numbers of
the insect into this eouniry to introduce
into our forests this fall. Arrangements
were accordingly made for extensive eollec-
tions to be made and sent to this ecountry
during this winter aod next spring. Prof.
Hopkins returned recemtly wuh 1,000
specimens  Since his return he has been
conducting a series of experiments, and
finds that when they are placed with our
d:ul:rnetin beetle they atimek them vigor-
only.
